Although not wholly unexpected the 


deceaie of Dr. David King which occurred 
T«*twd»y afternoon cauiwd a nevere shook 
to the community. Ho his beeu ill soino 
time but was generally supposed to he 
improving iu health, and many of his 
friends 
anticipated 'hifi recovery and 


restoration to the activities of profcssioiml 
life. 


His father was a native of Koyulmm, 


Mass. Ho came to Newport in 1800 and 
entered upon his professional ilutiei; tho 
Mima year. He married tho daughter of 
Gou. Georgo Gordon of tho revolutionary 
finny and through his entire life main- 
tained a high reputation us & physician 
aud citizen. 


The subject of our sketch was* born ut 


tho old family home on Pollmm street in 
1812 and was consequently at tho time of 
his death not far from seventy years of 
age. 


His preparatory education was largely 


acquired under tho instruction nf our 
venerable fellow townsman, lion. Joseph 
Joslin, who succeeded John Fraser iu the 
old Kchoolhouso on Church street, long, 
since destroyed, on tho spot whore Mr. 
Augustus G. Greene's residence- now 
stands. 
Ho took his degree of A. B. at 


Brown University in 1831, and was hon- 
ored with tho valedictory, as his brother, 
Hon. George G. King, had been previ- 
ously. He graduated in medicine at Jef- 
ferson Medical College at -Philadelphia, 
iu 1834, and his father having died at 
about that time, immediately entered 
upon the practice of medicine iu New- 
port. He soon after married Miss Sarah 
G. Wheatou, daughter of Rev. Salmon 
Wheaton, who was then rector of Trinity 
Church, who survives him. 
j 


As a physician Dr. King had a success- 


ful life. Very many of our oldest and 
most prominent families were- numbered 
among his patrons from the first and con- 
tinued with him to the eud. From all 
who know him ho received the praise of 
being a careful, conscientious and diligent 
practitioner. 
He was President of the 


Khode Island Medical Society for two 
years, which is understood to be the limit 
of that service, and was a censor for 
many years and so remained until hia 
death, having always been very highly 
regarded and respected by his medical ns- 
Bociates.

iharge of his professional duties,

TIIJS NEW SCHOOL HOUSE. 
The new school house in the first ward 


is fast approaching completion. A visit 
to the edifice shows it to bo a first class 
structure in every respect. 
It is built of 


brick with granite trimmings, and its ex- 
ternal appearance is n.11 that can bo dor 
shed adding much to the attractiveness 
of that section of the city. 
AVithin are 


four large and airy school rooms with ah" 
tho modern improvements. 
They aro 


mostly finished in hard pine with black- 
boards on three sides. The arrangement 
of halls, cloak rooms, Ac., is especially 
good. Broad and convenient stairways 
afford ample means of ingress and egress 
and do away with all necessity for fire 
escapes. 
The building is heated by 


steam, the boiler, piping, etc., .having 
been put in by the Newport Gas Com- 
pany the managers of which are giving 
especial attention to this class of work. 
The first trial of the heating apparatus 
was had on Friday and it is believed that 
the arrangement will prove satisfactory. 


We hear no time named as yet when the 


building will be formally turned over to the 
educational authorities. Itisuot likely that 
it will be wanted for.school purposes until 
the opening of the next school year. When 
the Willow street schoolhouse, which was • 
also built by the trustees of Long whaif 
as this has been, 
wiw dedicated, an 


interesting ceremonial 
was 
observed. 


Hon. Wm; C. Cozzens gave a very valua- 
ble historical address which was pub- 
lished in the City Documents, aud other 
prominent citizens took part. Something 
of the kind will probably again take place 
when this building is dedicated to the 
uses for which it 1ms beeu erected. 


With the completion of this building 


the wants of the city in this direction are 
pretty well supplied. 
The only excep- 


tion is in the fifth ward which is sadly 
deficient.

Very soon after his entering upon his 
work as a physician ths Newport His- 
torical Society was organized aud incor- 
porated, largely through his instrumental- 
ity, and lie became its president to which 
position he was annually re-elected until 
his death.

These selections, it may 
be well to suggest, were made when the 
financial power of the library was com- 
paratively Bnmll and the 
limited. 


At the Bame time that Dr. King was 


intensely interested in preserving tho 
memory of tho former importance of 
Newport, he was equally interested and 
active in promoting the present and future 
welfare of its citizens. 
He took great 


interest in the management of the beau- 
tiful Island cemetery and was for many 
years its president. 


Dr. King was president of tho Rhode 


Island State Board of Health from its 
organization and had more recently 
connected himself with the Newport Sani- 
tary Protection Society whose good work 
in behalf of the city he had come to rec- 
ognize. He was also a member of the 
Cincinnati, of the Rhode Island Histori- 
cal Society and other ciuiguiimi insti- 
tutions. 


In his religious life Dr. King was strong- 


ly attached to the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in connection with Trinity parish 
in whoso affairs he took a deep interest to 
the last. Ho was eminently unselfish in 
his ambitious through nil his life, devot- 
ing much of his lime and labors to ques- 
tions of public concern and Booking the 
prosperity of his native city and (lie pub- 


lic, even to the sacrifice of his own. 


Dr. King leaves a wife, two KOUS aud 


four daughters.

THE GllEAT NIHILIST TRIAL. 


Of tlie score of so-called nihilists who 


have been ou trial in St. Petersburg for 
little more than a, week, ten, including 
one woman, were on Monday sentenced 
to death, and the remainder to different 
terms of pomil servitude,—of course in 
Siberia. 
None was acquitted,— Russian 


courts know their dutj' too well for that, 
they nro organized to convict, and it is 
not difficult, if proof of the special charge 
fails, to find general grounds to condemn. 
The trials have been characterized by 
tho usual traits of courts under an irre- 
sponsible power. 
A dispatch to the Lou- 


don Times by way of Tilsit says no 
political trial before has been conducted 
"with such secrecy, severity and disregard 
of the 'ordinary usages of legal pro- 
cedure"—which 
is a strong statement 


to 
make 
about 
a 
trial 
in 
.Rus- 


sia. 
There were 2:J prisoners put ou 


trial on various charges, not before a jury 
because since the acquittal of Vera Sns- 
fiulitch the government has not dared to 
trust a jury, 
but before a bench of 


judges. They have been tried separately 
or m groups according to tlie crimes 
alleged against them, but no case was 
finished 
independently and judgment 


was pronounced on. all at once. 
Tho 


prisoners were forbidden to consult to- 
gether, of course, and at first the presi- 
dent of the court forbade any communi- 
cation between them and their counsel. 
The counsel, numbering 17, opposed this 
outrage so vehemently that at last Pros- 
ecutor Mouravieff himself interposed a 
protest, and the prohibition was with- 
drawn. Three of the accused persons 
went mad and did not appear in court, 
and one of these was released; the other 
two remain in prison. 
Among the 20 


tried were included Sukhanoff, a Jientcn- 
iu the array; Emcliadoff, n rustic scholar: 
Vorontchik and 
Friedeussohu, Jews; 


Trigoni, an elegant, aristocratic figure 
with eye-glasses and close-trimmed black 
beard; Isaaieff, 
u shaggy bearded me- 


chanic ; 
Teterka, 
a monjik, 
uncouth, 


fierce-bearded, wild-eyed bestial; Mik- 
hailoff, a keen, strong, forcible Kussian; 
Barannikoff, of like sort with Mikhailoff;. 
Kmtotehaikoff, formerly a member of tho 
police; Merkouloff, 
a fellow with long 


lockup who gave evidence against several 
of tho others; and three v/cincn- Jr.!;;- 
moff, Lobedeff and Tereutieff, who are 
described as hideous, and as interrupting 
the proceedings from time to time with 
coarse jokes and laughter. 


The reported course of the trial has 


been curious and contradictory. 
One 


day Barannikoff is said to have confessed 
to stabbing Gen. Mezentzeff in August, 
1878, the next day he is said to have de- 
clared himself misunderstood, 
that he 


did not lull Mezeutzeff, but only fired a 
pistol to frighten Col. Mnkaroff, who was 
with the general, while another man did 
tho stabbing. 
Makaroff did not dare to 


recognize the prisoner absolutely, he 
only thought be might be the man; Jio 
was cautious because he had been threat- 
ened with dea^h if ho denounced liarnn- 
nikoiT. 
Mikbailoff admitted that he was 


concerned in the attempt on ilia life of 
the late Czar in ltt"/8 (for which Solovicff 
was executed) in the Little Sadowa mine, 
and in tha assassination of last March. In 
that last and successful attempt no Jew 
or Polo was allowed H share; "for," 
said Mikhniloff, "we wished that Europe 
should clearly see that despotism was 
being taught a Russian lesson." 
Tho 


czar might take notice that the German 
influence which he so much dislikes in 
his bureaucracy is not present in tho 
nihilist ranks. Four of the prisoners at 
tho outset protested vigorously against 
tho whole circumstance of the trial, on 
the ground that the court, being tho 
mere tool of tho government, could not 
rightly give judgment in cases of alleged 
offenses against tho government, yot only 
one of these refused to pleml, und two 
pleaded guilty. Tho Jow Vorontchik, 
who was bin own counsel, croHH-oxumined 
the witncsROfl against him sharply, and 
ono, n 
lodglng.hmtKc.kcoper, doiiliired 


that 
tho 
Vorontchik who Imlui'd in 


her hoimo bad black Imir, while Iho 
prbnnor'fi hair was white.

seed, placed between folds of moist cloth 
or pressed into soil in a flower-pot, 
covered with two inches of earth, and

It is 


better to pay any price for sure seed than 
to use suspected com for nothing." 


EXPEBIFA-OE WITH POULTBY.—An "Old 


Poultry-Kaiser" gives the following notes 
out of his book of experience iu The 
Country Gentleman, from which tlioso of 
our readers who are interested iu this 
kind of livestock may gather some use- 
ful hints:— 


All black varieties of chickens are poor- 


ly suited for market poultry. 
They show 


the pin-feathers, and are not so salable as 
white or light colored fowls. Those with 
yellow legs and skin are more salable than 
blue or white-legged ones. 
Asiatics are 


among (he best winter-laying fowls, and 
the chicks cau be raised hi early spring, 
when they command a high price as 
broilers. The small breeds arc tender 
and may die if hatched early; they cnn- 
not stand cold or wet. Asiatics grow and 
thrive, even when suoivis on the ground. 
In starting in tho poultry business do not 
build one large house, but'several 
ones. They 'need not cost much to hold 
thirty, or near to that number, without 
crowding. The smaller flook always docs 
the best under all circumstances, provided 
they are fed iu proportion. 
Divide tho 


flocks into several buildings, aud healthy 
fowls and the best results aro sure to fol- 
low, 
if food nnd cleanliness are provided.

be too late and many farmers suffor bv 
being behind the times.

bad to be out of season ou the

hand. In the press of work nt the open- 
ing of the season it is possiblo to do some 
things too soon.
